All the above taxes 
are effective from the 19th instant. 

Income tax: By last year’s legisla- 
tion income taxes payable this year 
on 1919 income were very substantial- 
ly raised.

Naval Safety 


London.— Navy estimates for the 
new financial year under discussion in 
the house of commons endured a run- 
ning criticlsm from a comparatively 
small number of members anxious to 
secure reduction of the various votes, 
Right Hon. Walter Long, first lord 
of the Admiralty, in reply, declared 
that no other department showed the 
same reduction as the admiralty, but 
the government was determined to do 
nothing to risk the navy being

New Japanese Agreement 


Anglo-Japanese Pact Avoids the Pos- 
sibility of American 
Complications 

Montreal.—The Montreal, Star pub- 
lishes the following London cable; 

The new Anglo-Japanese agree- 
ment will prevent any possibility of 
Great Britaln being drawn into war 
with the United States In the event 
of trouble between Japan and Ameri- 
ca, according to statements from an 
authoritative source, The Japanese 
and British foreign offices are now 
Preparing amendments for {nclusion 
In the new treaty which ts being 
drawn, 

The amendment over which Great 
Britain Is mostly concerned is one 
covering afticle 4. This article prov- 
ides that England and Japan decline 
to go to war in defence of each other 
against nations with which they have 
arbitration treaties, The British for- 
elgn office proposes to make it clear 
that this covers the Anglo-American 
treaty signed in 1914, which became 
effective subsequent to the signing of 
the original treaty with Japan. Eng- 
land has always insisted that his arti- 
cle covered the United States, but the 
changes in article 4 will make this 
more explicit. 


Turks Massing Against Greeks 


40,000 Men To Resist Entry Into 
Thrace 

Constantinople—Greek and Turkish 
troops have clashed ‘about 25 miles 
east of Smyrna, where the Turks are 
taking the offensive and are appar- 
ently massing reinforcements prepar- 
atory to further advances against the 
Greeks. Fighting has occurred be- 
tween Magniso and Menamen, 

Jafar Tayat, Turkish commandant 
at Adrionople, has sent a message 
here from that city saying 40,000 of 
the Turks and Bulgarjans are prepar- 
ing to resist the Greeks. He declares 
they will meet the Greeks midway be- 
tween Chatalja and Adrianople when 
the Greeks begin the occupation of 
Thrace.

Crop Prospects Are Bright 


Report is Far More Cheerful Than 
Expected From Late 
Seeding 

Winnipeg. — The Manitoba Free 
Press’ first crop report for 1929 is a 
decidedly more cheerful document 
than might have been expected from 
the very late seeding. Perhans its 
very best feature is in the fact that 
farmers are wise and are not attempt- 
ing to go on seeding wheat after the 
middel of May. Speaking broad- 
ly, the supply of moisture is excellent, 
the soil in fine condition and growth 
very good, not a few districts are 
reporting wheat up two to four inches 
and no setbacks since seeding s:art- 
ed. 

Of course, there is a decrease in 
acreage in wheat, but, as that was to 
be expected, it is no surprise. As 
nearly as can be estimated from the 
retiirns (194 points have been heard 
from), the decrease is fifteen percent 
in Saskatchewan and ten percent in 


words, in 1920 the acreage in wheat 
is something over 15,370,000 acres, as 
against 17,670,000 acres in 1919, and 
given a continuance of the present 
favorable conditions it will be quite 
possible for the west to reap more 
wheat from the reduced acreage than

The winter was long and _ cold. 
Spring was late. There was a serious 
feed shortage and consequent lossses 
of live stock. All very unfortunate 

d discouraging. 

But summer has come. What are 
its prospects? Owing to the late dis- 
appearance of the snow there is a 
short seeding season, and perhaps sea 
acreage than usual will be just in. | 
But an early seeding and large atbea| 
age do not ensure a good crop. The | 
past three years are evidence on that | 
point. The conditions under which 
seed is put into the ground, and the! 
conditions surrounding its saw | 
and ripening are the things that count 
in the crop return. Lack of spring 
moisture is a great drawback to crop, 
success in this country. Every farmer 
can recall instances in which crops 
sown in April did not start until June. 
The date on which the'crop was sown 
did not fix the date of it ripening. It 
was the date upon which growth com- 
menced that marked the beginning of 
the crop season for that year. | 

Abundance of moisture in the soil| 
is the distinctive characteristic of this 
there is unusually little frost in the 
ground. The lack of frost makes for 
early and vigorous growth. Although 
the seeding season is late the grow-| 
ing season is early. 

“What. are the prspects for a wheat 
crop this year? Will it be too late 
by the time the land is prepared to 
seed wheat?” With many of the fields 
as yet to wet to cultrvate, with most 
of the plowing yet to be done, with 
the horse power on most farms below 
par as a result of a lack of feed, and 
the second week of May almost past, 
these questions: are anxiously being 
asked by hundreds of farmers, and 
conditions have now reached a stage 
when their significance is gigantic. 
To most farmers the two questfons re- 
solve themselves into one, and: the 
question becomes “how big a chance 
can we afford to take.” There is no 
doubt a large element of chance, but 
on the other hand there are many 
factors that go to show that the pos- 
sibilities of producing a fair wheat 
crop this year are by no means small. | 

No one can predict just what the | 
crop will be in any given year, but 
what has been learned from experi- 
ence in the past, if the value of expe- 
rience and carefully conducted experi- 
ments, have any significance at all, go 
to show that there is No reason for 
viewing the prospects of a wheat crop 
this coming season in a_ pessimistic 
light. Carefully conducted experi- 
ments, by the department of field hus- 
bandry, University of Alberta, go to 
show that the date-of seeding is not 
the determining factor as to what the 
wheat crop will be, but depends en- 
tirely upon the conditions that prevail 
during the growing season, 


Here are some facts that throw a 
considerable light upon the. problem./ 
During the season of 1919 Marquis 
wheat was seeded on the University 
farm April 19th, and matured August 
9th., a period of 112 days. The yield 
was 29.14 bushels. In the same year 
under identically the same conditions 
Marquis wheat “was seeded May 15th., 
and matured and was harvested Sept. 
Ist. The yield from the latter was 
27:04 bushels per acre. The rate of 
seeding of the two fields was the same 
but the latter which was sown just 
nineteen days later reached maturity 
in 95 days, and the loss in yield was 
only 2.10 bushels per acre. This leads 
to the conclusion that it is. not neces- 
sarily: early seeding that brings about 
early maturity. 


The average minimum temperature 
during the month of May of most 
years in central A]berta, as shown by 
actual records is between 32.and 33]. 
degrees, and it would not take even an 
amateur to ‘arrive at the conclusion 
that at this temperature wheat will 
make very little growth. It is said 
that wheat will germinate at 32 de- 
grees, but experiments conducted on 
ground early in the spring, if often 
takes from -eighteen to twenty days to 
germinate and come through the 
ground, whereas, when seed was seed- 
ed later, and the soil was fairly warm 
the temperature being from 40 to 50 
degrees, the wheat germinated and 
made its appearance through the soil 
in from five to six days. It is estim- 
ated that the minimum temperature 
for the germination of wheat is about 
40 degrees. 


Another very important’ factor -is 
the rate. of seeding. Seeding tests 


|;}conducted for a number of years, 


showed that to increase the rate of 
seeding one half bushel in many cases 
decreased the period of maturity by 
as much as ten days. 'In’a dry year 
this was not so noticable but in wet 
years grain thtat was seeded ‘light, 
stooled much more, and consequently |’

The annual report for 1919 of the 
Manitoba Farm Loans Association re- 
cords that during the year 795 appli- 
cations were received aggregating 
$2,532,800, whilst new loans were paid 
out to the sum of $1,220,000, Of the 
applications received, a considerable 
Proportion, nearly $668,900, were de- 
clined or withdrawn for various reas- 
ons, nearly all of them have been tak- 
en, up by the Soldier Settlement 
Board, the remainder consisting of 
releases granted by the Board under 
very exceptional circumstances.
